." Denver, Aug. 20.—This country has 
shown definite signs of waking up to 
the absolute necessity of handling its 
natural resources with foresight and 
common sense.

In the first place, 
the needless waste of the natural re- 
sources must be stopped. It is rapidly 
becoming a well settled policy of this 
people that we of this generation bold 
the land in pnrt for the next genera- 
tion and not exclusively for our own 
selfish, enjoyment.

Geo. Stiller BadBy Hurt by 


Cave-in of Hoof at Wil- 
liams' Mine. 


Oliver Stiner, aged 26, suffered a 


Potts' fracture of the right leg Mon- 
day morning at 8:30 when a portion 
of the roof in the Williams' mines 
near Blue Row gave way catching 
Stiner under it. The fracture Is an 
exceedingly painful one and the foot 
may have to be amputated. 


Stiner was working In a room with 


ws brother-in-law, John Wilden, ana 
Frank AVilden when without warning 
the roof fell catching both of Stin- 
er's legs under it. The heavy rock 
was removed from his body and ho 
was taken to his home on the Con- 
neley place at Rock Run. Dr. Ncldon 
and Dr. L«ar were called from 
Co- 


shocton. 


Both bones of the right leg were 


broken just above the angle and the 
bone protruded out of the flesh for 
two inches. 
Accompanying the frac- 


ture was a dislocation of the larger 
bone of the leg and the foot wasa 
twisted around on the side of the leg. 
The physicians suceeded in straight- 
ening the broken and slintcred bones 
and made the man as comfortable as 
possible. 
The physicians think that 


probably the foot may have to be re- 
moved at the ankle owing to the ex- 
tent of the injury. 
One of the phy- 


sicians said Monday that it was one 
of the most terrible fractures he had 
ever attended. 


Stiner has been married less than 


a year. He is one of the most widely 
known young miners in that vicinity.

If we are foolish enough to grant 


their requests we stmll have ourselves 
to blame when we, wake up to mul that 
w« bare permitted another privilege 
to intrench itself and another portion 
of wuat should be kept for tho public 
good to be turned over to Individuals 
for purposes Of private enrichment. 


During the hint Hcsslou of congress 


bills were Introduced to transfer tbe 
water power sites In the national for- 
ests and the public domain to the con- 
trol of the states. 1 cannot state too 
strongly my belief that these measures 
are unwise and tunt It would be disas- 
trous to enact them Into law 


In substance their effect would be to 
| free these great special Interests from 


all effective control. The passage of 
such a bill would be n victory of the 
special Interests over the general wel- 
fare and a long backward step down 
tbe hill of progress we have of late 
been climbing. 


Coal Land*. 


The same principle applies with pe- 


culiar force to the conl lands, and es- 
pecially to the coal lands In Alaska, 
whose protection and ownership b.v 
the federal government arc so neces- 
sary both for full and free Industrial

such. 


Only a brtef and guarded reference 


In made to any factional strife with- 
in the paity, and Uiat in the very be- 
ginning of the letter. Assuming that 
the party candidates will have al- 
ready been selected by the time his 
letter is published, which, however, 
Is not the case, the Question will be, 
says Mr. Taft, "not what complexion 
of 
Republicanism one prefers, but 


whether it is better foi the country
